Of the three materials mentioned, the 
most suitable for paper making is the ma- 
guey, which is moreover the most useful of 
all the plants produced by the Mexican cli- 
mate. Its fruits are edible, its juices are 
fermented into pulque and distilled into 
mescal, and the fibres of its graceful leaves 
constitute the article known in commerce as 
ixtle or sisal. Leaves of over 20 feet in 
length are not uncommon sights on this 
plant when under cultivation. 

The fibre of the maguey, which is there- 
fore the article, that becomes available for 
paper manufacture in Mexico, is not as woody 
in texture as that of the jute, and, while the 
two are similar in appearance, the ma- 
guey yields fibres that are much superior in 
strength and tenacity, and yet finer than jute. 
It can also. be bleached to almost perfect 
whiteness, without injury to its strength, 
and a sample of the same, thus bleached, 
can easily be obtained by writing to one of 
the ixtle merchants. 

As regards water power, very little will 
be obtained on the table land, 
nearly level. But at its eastern and west- 
ern edges, where the descent begins to the

Apparatus for Collecting Pulp. 


The device for collecting the fibre 
from the liquid waste in paper mills illus- 
trated on this page consists, essentially, of 
a foraminous cylinder or screen in which a 
conveyor flight fitting the inside 
of the cylinder is operated.

Compound Steam Turbine. 


At a recent meeting of the Civil En- 
Club, Cleveland, Ohio, J. H. 
described a so-called compound steam tur- 


gineers’ Dow 
bine, and in speaking of it said: 

The new motor is a compound steam tur- 
bine. It has six compoundings, and conse- 
quently uses the steam six times over ; but 
the method of its construction would have 
permitted any desired number of compound- 
ings. Its weight, as it stands, is 68 pounds. 
It has been used to run an elevator, a pump, 
a dynamo. When running the elevator it 
developed 4,450 foot pounds of work for each 
pound of steam pressure. At this rate 70 
pounds pressure performs about 10 horse 
power of work. 

The consumption of boiler feed water re- 
quired to run the turbine at 70 pounds pres- 
sure is 585 pounds per hour, but the net 
evaporation is fully 20 per cent. less than 
this, or 468 pounds per hour if 
two calorimeter tests taken at an- 
other time correctly show the 
average dryness of the steam. 
The consumption of steam per 


actual horse power per hour 
would then be a4 pounds. 


Very recently this turbine has 
been coupled to the lighting dyn- 
amo at the Chisholm Steel Shovel 
Works, and with 70 pounds of 
pressure in the steam chest it has 
run 13 arc lights of the works at 
their full brilliancy. The speed 
of the turbine when running the 
elevator was 21,000 revolutions 
per minute; when running the 
dynamo with a 13 light current 
the speed was reduced between 
16,000 and 17,000. In each case 
the speed was reduced by gears 
at an undetermined waste of 
power. Without gears, but by 
direct coupling, the turbine has 
successfully run a specially con- 
structed rotary pump at a work- 
ing speed of about 10,000 revolutions per 
minute, and the power developed was appar- 
ently as great as at the higher speed with 
gears. The speed of highest efficiency is 
theoretically more than 25,000 revolutions 
per minute, if the half velocity of the issu- 
ing steam determines the best velocity of the 
wheels; but I suspect that other factors 
enter into that problem and that satisfactory 
work may be done over a large range of 
speeds. 

The spindle and propeller wheels consti- 
tute the entire running parts of the pump. 
I will not say just how much water these 
wheels throw per minute through a 3 inch 
nozzle, but it is more than twenty barrels, 
The power of the steam turbine is explained 
by the principle that a jet of steam blowing 
into a vacuum will throw its whole energy 
into momentum. If, therefore, a turbine 
could be made which would utilize the entire 
momentum of the steam jet it would be 
equal in efficiency to a theoretically perfect 
piston engine. But the extreme lightness 
of steam compels a greater speed of motor 
than has ever been successfully used ; and 
the elasticity of steam, as contrasted with 
the non-elastic nature of water, compels the 
compounding of the steam turbine, though 
compounding the water turbine would de-

Each 
tongue upon disks is cut slantingly across at 
regular spacings by steam passages, analo- 
gous to the guide plate vents of water tur- 
bines; and similar passages, but inclined 
oppositely to these, cut across the wheel 
tongues like the bucket vents of water tur- 
bines. The wheels have long hubs, inwardly 
projecting, and the bore through the flange 
disks is large enough to leave annular steam 
passages around the hubs. The hubs clamp 
a plain disk between them on the spindle 
midway of the steam chamber and this disk 
runs with equal clearance between station- 
ary rings. These two clearance spaces are 
the two steam ports. 


Each port supplies only its own wheel with 
steam, which flows inward to the wheel hub, 
then along the annular space surrounding 
the hub to the inner series of buckets. 
These deflect its course, check its velocity 
and receive impulse by the reaction. The 
checked steam is then easily reversed in its 
direction by passage through the first series 
of stationary chutes which have, as in every 
series, a much larger aggregate area of dis- 
charge than the adjacent bucket vents. 
While the steam is passing through the 
chutes expansion is accelerating the velocity 
of the flow, to be again checked by reaction 
upon the second series of buckets. And so 
checked by reaction, and accelerated by ex- 
pansion, alternate until finally the spent 
steam escapes from the circumference of the 
wheels into the exhaust. 


An extremely slight end play is given to 
the shaft, wheels and central disk, so that 
any disturbance of steam balance upon the 
opposing wheels will crowd the central disk 
toward one or other of the stationary rings. 
This movement partly closes the port lead- 
ing to the overpressed wheel, at the same 
time opening wider the other port, and the 
equilibrium restores itself. In practice an 
end play to the shaft and wheels of 0.005 of 
an inch is sufficient to prevent frictional 
contact of wheels against their seats. The 
annular spaces between bucket and station- 
ary vents insure constant flow of steam and 
its even distribution around the circumfer- 
ence at each compounding, and whenever 
the speed of the wheels is below the normal, 
due to the velocity of the outflowing steam, 
there will be a circular rush of steam around 
these annular spaces which will impinge 
against the buckets and thereby assist to 
propel them. Hence the annular spaces en- 
large the range of effective speeds.

The Copyright Bill. 


The House Committee on the Judi- 
ciary held a special meeting at Washington 
on Saturday, to hear arguments on the in- 
ternational copyright bill. C. Bovee, of 
New York, who first addressed the commit- 
tee, said he appeared in behalf of a large 
publisher, but not in a spirit of unqualified 
opposition to the Chace-Breckinridge bill. 
It had been wrongly assumed that when the 
bill was passed England, in a spirit of gen- 
erosity, would throw open her doors to 
American authors. Here Mr. Bovee read 
from English papers condemnations of the 
bill by Mr. Gladstone, the United British 
Printers and the British authors. 
reciprocity there would be retaliation by 
England if the bill passed, and the Ameri- 
can author would not be benefited. In 
this country he would be brought into 
competition with all foreign authors. The 
authors had been forced into this measure 
by the publishers. 

There was a demand for the internatiopal 
copyright, but this bill would not meet it. 
The American author could be protected, 
and the foreign author as well, 
monopoly, by the adoption of the royalty sys- 
tem. By this any American publisher could 
print a foreign work by paying the authora 
royalty and competition would keep down 
prices. The publishers would object, of 
course, and claim that they were not pro- 
tected ; butthey would certainly receive all 
of the consideration they were entitled to 
with due regard to the interests of the 
people.

The apparatus herewith illustrated 
has been devised for recovering chemicals 
from solutions, or when mixed with other

for recovering soda from the spent soda | 


liquor of chemical fibre mills. 


A is a horizontal boiler suitably mounted | 


over the fire box or combustion chamber B, 


which is preferably tightly closed both at | 


the front and rear ends, and which is pro- 
vided, as shown, with a sloping floor having 


a basin, C, at its end, provided with a dis- | 


charge pipe, D. 

E represents a burner or atomizer, in- 
serted preferably into the front of the com- 
bustion chamber or fire box B. In the rear 
of the combustion chamber is a flue or pas- 
sage, F, which extends up in the rear of 
the boiler, and H is a passage or flue in 
front of the boiler, but separated from the 
combustion chamber. 

G G are tubular flues, 
through the boiler and connect the passages 
Fand H. From the passage H a pipe, I, is 
carried to a tank of water, K, and the end 
of this pipe extends into the water, so that 
the products of combustion pass into the 
water and escape into the air through the 
same. This tank acts as a means of caus- 
ing a back pressure in the furnace and also 
to separate the floating particles of alkali 
from the gaseous products of combustion.

the insecurity felt by present holders of trust certificates 
and the indisposition to invest in them by reason of such 
legislation and public sentiment; the probability that 
capital stock in a corporation possessed of the assets of 
a trust and having a recognized standing under the law 
would command a higher market value than the pres- 
ent trust certificates, and the satisfaction and advan- 
tage to stockholders of having clearly defined legal 
rights and safeguards recognized in and accorded to 
them by the law governing corporations as well as the 
publicity which attends the operation of corporations. 
It will be interesting to watch the progress of the 
movement.

When it is known how readily the stems 
allow themselves to be deprived of their 
coating of bark and fibre, it will be seen 
what an advantage this simple fact gives 
the new product over many of the fibre 
producing plants. All that is required is to 
cut the stems, which are fully 10 feet long, 
split the bark at the larger end, and strip it 
off from end to end without stopping, as 
fortunately the stems have no side branches. 
Samples submitted to London brokers are

The Westinsh 


T is our purpose occasionally to select some of our most characteristic or suggestive | 
work to illustrate the application of the Single Acting type of engine in various 
important directions. For this issue we have selected the power plant in the Bald- 
win Locomotive Works at Philadelphia. We have many plants much larger both 

in number of engines and H. P. than this, but perhaps none embody the development of 
the engine more completely. We have certainly none in which the present favor of the 
engine rests more substantially on the basis of ascertained facts. 

The Baldwin Locomotive Works purchased three small engines in 1882 for some 
special and rather unimportant service in their smith shop and elsewhere. The company 
looked as much as anything to the dustproof qualities of the engine in making the 
selection. Unfortunately this was during our time of experimental development, and 
the defects in design and unreliability of material employed, as we look back at them 
from the present standpoint of success, never cease to fill us with a greater appreciation 
of the single acting principle, which alone enabled an engine so crude to operate at all. 

The three engines purchased during the first year were far from being satisfactory to 
the owters or to ourselves. As a curiosity of the business we might mention that one 
engine was for some cause, now forgotten, badly wrecked to the extent of cracking the 
crank case below the flanges and lifting the cylinders clear from the bed. As the engine 
could not be spared, the owners knocked some bricks out of the foundation, making a 
channel underneath the sole plate, through which was laid a heavy bar of steel and a 
similar bar across the cylinder heads, and the two joined together by heavy bolts, clamp- 
ing the broken engine together. The engine was at once started on ite daily work, and 
from that time weeks have grown into months, and months into years, and, so far as we 
know, this engine is still doing some rough work about the place at this day. 

After a candid conference with us the company decided to withdraw their confidence 
from the Westinghouse Engines, at least until its future performance elsewhere should 
change their opinion. It will be nuticed, therefore, that during the interval of four 
years, from 1883 to 1887, no orders were placed with us. During this interval two or 
three engines were purchased of another well-known make, and we were compelled to 
accept the unpleasant fact that, notwithstanding oar agreeable personal relations, the 
prospect of further trade was not assuring. It is worth remarking, however, that Mr. 
Perry, Mr. Vauclain and others connected with the company still retained a strong 
confidence in the ultimate principle of the Single Acting Engine, and watched its 
development with interest. Many suggestions have since been incorporated into the 
present form of engine originated with these gentlemen. 

During the four years mentioned the engine underwent a period of marked improve- 
ment, and at the end of that time had thoroughly established its claim to a leading 
position in the trade. Asa result the company placed their fourth order for one of our 
35 H. P. Standards in 1887 on our strong representation, backed by their own careful 
investigation.. From this point it is hardly necessary to trace the adoption of the engine 
in detail ; the facts are shown in the appended list. Two or three significant points may 
be noted. It is very generally known that the Baldwin Locomotive Works cover several 
city blocks, hence the principle of subdivided power was early recognized as the only 
economical] basis of distribution. There are three boiler plants furnishing steam to the 
series of engines which are scattered throughout the various departments. The 200 H. P. 
Standard Engine furnished the steam power in the main shop, and was run with the 
most satisfactory results practically night and day, since it was put in in 1887. This 
engine replaced three others, two of them being the new engines of another make 
already alluded to. These last engines were removed to other parts of the works, but 
have since been replaced altogether by Westinghouse Engines and sold to other parties, 
In another part of the establishment was a very good engine of a well-known type, 
requiring two boilers to steam for it with any comfort. With some hesitation its place 
was taken by one of our engines, when one boiler was found to be ample. While we do 
not consider this as an efficiency test in a true sense, it is, nevertheless, a fair commercial

comparison, since no other changes in load or otherwise were made, except the change 
of the engine. In another place an 84 x8 Standard took the place of a 14 inch vertical 
engine, doing more and better work. 


In 1888 the Compound Engine was perfected, and among its first customers was the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works, who placed an order for 65 H. P. of this type, to take the

place of one of our own 60 H. P. Standard Engines removed to another part of the 
works. An accurate test showed something better than 25 per cent. gain in efficiency, 
the average result for a week’s run being 2.4 pounds coal per H. P. non-condensing, 
taking steam from a vertical boiler. There immediately followed in consequence an 
order for a 100 H. P. Compound to replace the two Horizontal Automatic Engines here-

tofore spoken of. The load of this engine was constant, being electric lights on which 
frequent and regular ampére readings were taken. Without any other change than that 
of the engine, the fuel consumption was reduced from hard steaming on three boilers to 
easy steaming on two boilers, much of the time with the fire doors open. After this 
naturally followed successive orders for other Compound Engines, both for new work 
and to replace old engines. A comparatively recent order was for a 250 H. P. Compound 
to take the place of the 200 H. P. Standard in the main shop, not only because the latter 
engine had become overloaded, but because the greater efficiency of the Compound was 
well worth the cost of exchange. 

In this connection it is worth while to point out how a self contained engine can be 
handled. The rush of business in this establishment calls for continuous operation 
night and day from Monday morning to Saturday night. It followed, therefore, that the 
taking out of the 200 H. P. Standard and the placing and erecting of the 250 Com- 
pound on the same foundation, must be done within thirty-six hours—from Saturday 
night to Monday morning. A sole plate was prepared which would bolt to the old 
foundation and carry studs so placed as to take the larger engine. At6P. mM. on Satur- 
day, December 28, the whistle was blown and the 200 H. P. engine stopped. At 
3:30 Sunday morning, nine and a quarter hours later, the throttle was opened and the 
250 Compound started. During this interval the 200 H. P. engine was stopped, discon- 
nected and removed from the foundations, the 250 H. P. engine set in its place, lined and 
leveled, pipe connections made, foundation enlarged and the engine started. It is 
probable that this is as quick a change as was ever made with an engine of equal size. 
Though it is possible only with a self contained engine which is completely erected in 
the shop where it is built, it is very doubtful whether it could be done at all, except by 
a concern which, like the Baldwin Locomotive Works, holds a record of a complete 
locomotive built from the pig iron seven days from the receipt of the order. 

Among other curiosities is a 15 H. P. engine, which, for want of a better place, is 
boxed in under a platform near one of the large riveting machines, where for five or six 
years it has run twenty-four hours a day. As this engine is under the care of no particu- 
lar individual, it is frequently found by the watchman on Sunday afternoon or evening 
still busily at work, because the attendant at the riveting engine forgot to shut off 
steam at quitting time. 

The use of the Single Acting Engine in its several forms by the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works amounts almost to a history of the engine. Nearly every phase of its possibilities 
and limitations has been there developed. Probably no other customer has had so com- 
plete and varied an experience with it—certainly no other customer is better fitted to 
judge of its merits. The entire power department of the Baldwin Locomotive Works is 
under the immediate charge of a supervisor, whose sole duty is to maintain it at a point 
of maximum efficiency represented by dollars and cents. Complete tests are made to 
determine all economical considerations, frequent inspection is the rule, and a running 
log of performance is kept in every department so far as possible. No result is accepted 
except as it reduces to a practical value expressed in the balance sheet. Being mechanics 
of the highest order and themselves engaged in the building of steam engines applied 
to locomotion, it is certain that their judgment, expressed in the list of engines here 
exhibited, is unusually practical and valuable. It rests on the fact that the company 
knows what makes money for it and what does not.
